JOINING THE CONVOY OF AMERICANS TO BURUNDI; HOWEVER, IT 
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APPEARS THAT THE CHARGE AND ONE STAFFER MAY STILL BE IN 
KIGALI. EMBASSY DAR ES SALAAM REFERRED THE GOT TO THE 
BELGIANS, FRENCH OR UN TO HELP GET THEM OUT. THE 
TANZANIANS ALSO REQUESTED THAT WE GRANT ASYLUM TO RWANDAN 
FOREIGN MINISTER GAS AN A. WE HAVE REFERRED HIM TO THE 
UNHCR. FOR ITS PART, THE GOT OFFERED TO ALLOW US TO STAGE

SOMALIA 

— APRIL RECONCILIATION TALKS POSTPONED: 

IT NOW APPEARS THAT THE PREPARATORY CONFERENCE ON NATIONAL 
RECONCILIATION, SCHEDULED TO BEGIN ON APRIL 15, WILL BE 
POSTPONED UNTIL APRIL 25 OR LATER. WHENEVER THE MEETING 
STARTS, IT IS NOT LIKELY TO MOVE QUICKLY. MOST OF THE 
DIFFICULT DECISIONS REGARDING THE POWERS AND SELECTION OF 
A FUTURE GOVERNMENT WILL BE RESOLVED DURING THE 

PREPARATORY SESSION. THE FORMAL CONFERENCE, STILL SET FOR 
MAY 15, WOULD MOST LIKELY RATIFY ITS RESULTS. 

-- KISMAYO TALKS ON HOLD AS TENSION INCREASES: 

THE PEACE DISCUSSIONS FOR THE KISMAYO AREA, SET TO START 
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ON APRIL 8, HAVE BEEN PUT OFF UNTIL MID -APRIL, AT THE 
EARLIEST. THE VARIOUS FACTIONS ARE SQUABBLING OVER THE 
SIZE OF THEIR RESPECTIVE NEGOTIATING DELEGATIONS. IN THE

TO RUN JUST THE 21 "SUSTAINABLE DEVELOPMENT" COUNTRIES 
THROUGH THEIR COMPUTERIZED SCORING SYSTEM. NON-PRESENCE 
AND CLOSE-OUT COUNTRIES WILL NOT BE REVIEWED. FROM THAT

— WORLD BANK REVIEWS INVOLUNTARY RESETTLEMENT: 

THE BANK'S ENVIRONMENT DEPARTMENT RECENTLY RELEASED A 
REPORT ON RESETTLEMENT PROBLEMS AND LESSONS LEARNED . SOME 
10 MILLION PEOPLE ARE DISPLACED ANNUALLY IN THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES DUE TO VARIOUS TYPES OF INFRASTRUCTURE 
PROJECTS. WORLD BANK-FINANCED PROJECTS ACCOUNT FOR LESS 
THAN THREE PERCENT OF THIS TOTAL. FOURTEEN BANK PROJECTS 
ACTIVE IN 1993 WILL INVOLVE RESETTLEMENT OF TWO MILLION 
PEOPLE OVER A SEVEN-YEAR PERIOD. THE REPORT INDICATES 
THAT PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE IN INFLUENCING COUNTRIES' 
RESETTLEMENT POLICIES, IN AVOIDING THE UNNECESSARY 
DISPLACEMENT OF PEOPLE, AND IN LAYING THE FOUNDATIONS FOR

WE CONTACTED US AID /AFR THIS WEEK TO GET AN UPDATE ON THE 
PROGRESS OF USAID'S USD 17 MILLION FY 94 AEPRF PACKAGE FOR 
CFA COUNTRIES. THE PACKAGE ARRIVED ON JOHN HICKS' DESK ON 
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APRIL 8 AND CURRENTLY AWAITS HIS APPROVAL. THE CONTENTS 
OF THE PROPOSED PACKAGE ARE AS FOLLOWS: (1) CFA COUNTRIES

WILL BE RECIPIENTS OF AEPRP FUNDS. (2) THE PACKAGE

SENEGAL, USD 3 MILLION FOR BENIN, AND USD 2 MILLION FOR 
NIGER, TO BE PUT INTO EXISTING NON-PROJECT ASSISTANCE

PROPOSED TO START A THREE-YEAR REGIONAL MONITORING SYSTEM 
WHICH WOULD MEASURE THE IMPACT OF THE DEVALUATION IN THE

— MEDIATION COLLAPSES: 

THE SHORT-LIVED INTERNATIONAL MEDIATION EFFORT LED BY 
HENRY KISSINGER AND LORD CARRINGTON COLLAPSED APRIL 14 DUE 
TO BUTHELEZI ' S INSISTENCE THAT THE ELECTION DATE BE PART 
OF THE MEDIATION EFFORT. IN A PRESS CONFERENCE THE SAME 
DAY, KISSINGER SAID THE MEDIATORS HAD COME TO SOUTH AFRICA 
ON THE UNDERSTANDING THE PARTIES HAD AGREED ON TERMS OF 
REFERENCE. WHEN THIS PROVED NOT TO BE THE CASE, THE 
MEDIATORS CONCLUDED THEY COULD MAKE NO USEFUL CONTRIBUTION 
TO THE PROCESS. 

— ON APRIL 14, A/S MOOSE AND AID/AFR AA JOHN HICKS 
BRIEFED CONGRESSMAN JOHNSTON AND 25-30 STAFFERS ABOUT THE 
TRANSITION PROCESS IN SOUTH AFRICA AND THE AID PROGRAM IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. JOHNSTON AND SEVERAL STAFFERS MADE CLEAR

THERE HAS BEEN NO SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS IN THE NEGOTIATIONS 
IN LUSAKA AS THE GOVERNMENT HAS YET TO DECIDE WHETHER TO 
ACCEPT THE MEDIATION'S PACKAGE ON UNITA PARTICIPATION IN A 
GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL RECONCILIATION. SPECIAL 
REPRESENTATIVE HARE HAS BEEN RECALLED TO WASHINGTON FOR 
CONSULTATIONS . 

LESOTHO 

— RLDF KILLS DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER: 

THE DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER WAS KILLED TODAY BY MEMBERS OF 
THE ROYAL LESOTHO DEFENSE FORCE (RLDF) AS THEY ATTEMPTED 
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TO TAKE HIM INTO CUSTODY. FOUR OTHER MINISTERS TAKEN INTO 
CUSTODY HAVE BEEN RELEASED UNHARMED BUT REMAIN CONCERNED 
ABOUT THEIR SAFETY. THE MINISTER OF INFORMATION HAS TAKEN 
REFUGE IN THE EMBASSY. IT IS NOT CLEAR IF THIS INCIDENT 
REPRESENTS A COUP D'ETAT OR AN ATTEMPT TO RID THE CABINET 
OF "HOSTILE" MINISTERS. THE APPARENTLY UNPLANNED MURDER 
OF THE DPM MAY HAVE LED THE PLOTTERS TO ABANDON THEIR PLAN 
TO HOLD THE MINISTERS IN AN ATTEMPT TO FORCE CONCESSIONS 
FROM THE GOL. THE PRIME MINISTER APPARENTLY REMAINS IN 
CONTROL AND PLANNED A RADIO BROADCAST LATE ON APRIL 14. 

— NONETHELESS, THE SITUATION REMAINS MURKY. WE AND THE 
UK HAVE BEEN IN TOUCH WITH THE COMMONWEALTH WHOSE 
MEDIATORS ARE EN ROUTE TO MASERU WE ARE ASKING PRESIDENT 
MAS IRE OF BOTSWANA AND PRESIDENT MUGABE OF ZIMBABWE TO 
INTERVENE TO DEFUSE THE CRISIS AS THEY DID IN JANUARY. 
THE SOUTH AFRICANS HAVE RULED OUT FORCE BUT ARE PREPARED 
TO USE MILITARY-TO-MILITARY LINKS TO PERSUADE THE RLDF TO 
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STAND DOWN. 

-- ALTHOUGH OPPOSING ARMY FACTIONS HAVE RESUMED THEIR 
HIGH GROUND POSITIONS, MASERU REMAINS CALM. ALL AMCITS 
ARE SAFE. MASERU'S WARDEN NETWORK HAS BEEN ACTIVATED; 
ALL WARDENS HAVE EMBASSY RADIOS. PEACE CORPS VOLUNTEERS 
HAVE BEEN ORDERED TO STAY AWAY FROM MASERU FOR THE TIME 
SEING. 

MALAWI 

— DOES THE NEW MCF HAVE A CHANCE? 

EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MINISTER HETHERWICK NTABA AND MINISTER OF 
STATE JOHN TEMBO TOLD THE AMBASSADOR THE MCP WANTS FREE 
AND FAIR ELECTIONS AND BELIEVES IT CAN WIN PLAYING BY THE 
RULES. NTABA, HOWEVER, ACKNOWLEDGED THAT REFORM OF THE 
MCP WAS NOT YET COMPLETE BUT PLEDGED TO DETECT ANY 
IRREGULARITIES COMMITTED BY THE PARTY AND PUT A STOP TO 
THEM. MEANWHILE, FINAL REGISTRATION FIGURES INDICATE THAT 
APPROXIMATELY 80 PERCENT OF ELIGIBLE VOTERS REGISTERED, A

-- ELECTIONS SET: 

A PRESIDENTIAL DECREE ISSUED APRIL 11 HAS SET MOZAMBIQUE'S 
FIRST MULTI -PARTY DEMOCRATIC ELECTIONS FOR OCTOBER 27 AND 
28. THE ACTION FOLLOWED INITIAL RESISTANCE BY PRESIDENT 
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CHISSANO, WHO ARGUED FOR SOME TIME THAT THERE SHOULD BE NO 
RUSH TO CHOOSE A DATE FOR ELECTIONS BEFORE ALL THE 
LOGISTICAL DETAILS ARE WORKED OUT. PRESSURE FROM THE 
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SUPERVISORY AND CONTROL COMMISSION (CSC) A CALL IN THE 
MOST RECENT SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION, AND THE MESSAGES 
DELIVERED BY HIGH LEVEL VISITORS SUCH AS U.S. UN 
AMBASSADOR MADELEINE ALBRIGHT AND SYG SPECIAL ENVOY ISMAT 
KITTANI, WERE APPARENTLY PERSUASIVE. EMBASSY MAPUTO SAYS 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT OF A DATE HAS GALVANIZED THE PEACE 
PROCESS BUT CAUTIONS THAT MANY HURDLES REMAIN TO BE 
OVERCOME BEFORE ELECTIONS CAN TAKE PLACE. 

NAMIBIA 

-- PLANNING FOR VP VISIT BEGINS: 

A WHITE HOUSE PRE -ADVANCE TEAM WILL TRAVEL TO BOTH SOUTH 
AFRICA AND NAMIBIA APRIL 18-22, TO PLAN FOR THE U.S. 
DELEGATION TO THE SOUTH AFRICAN INAUGURATION AND FOLLOW-UF 
TRIP TO NAMIBIA. THE WHITE HOUSE HAS YET TO MAKE A FORMAL 
ANNOUNCEMENT, BUT THE VICE PRESIDENT IS EXPECTED TO LEAD 
THE DELEGATION. BOTH EMBASSY WINDHOEK AND AF/S HAVE BEEN 
IN CONTACT WITH THE NAMIBIANS TO DISCUSS PRELIMINARY 
PLANNING.

— RULING PARTY SWEEPS BY-ELECTIONS: 
THE SWEEP OF SIX PARLIAMENTARY BY-ELECTIONS BY THE 
MOVEMENT FOR MULTIPARTY DEMOCRACY (MMD) ON APRIL 7 HAS 
LEFT IT IN VIRTUALLY UNCHALLENGED COMMAND OF THE ZAMBIAN 
POLITICAL SCENE. DESPITE CONTINUING INTERNAL PROBLEMS, 
THE MMD HAS REGAINED MOST OF THE STRENGTH IT HAD PRIOR TO

— PRE-ELECTION VIOLENCE MARS VOTER REGISTRATION DRIVE: 
ZIMBABWE'S VOTER REGISTRATION DRIVE HAS BEEN LESS THAN 
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SUCCESSFUL TO DATE; YET WITH ALMOST A YEAR TO GO BEFORE 
THE ELECTIONS, THE RULING PARTY IS PHYSICALLY ATTACKING 
ITS OPPONENTS. ON APRIL 10, A DEMOCRATIC PARTY OFFICIAL 
AS REPORTEDLY ATTACKED BY 30 ZANU-FF SUPPORTERS. THE 
FOLLOWING DAY, 300 MEMBERS OF THE ZANU-PF YOUTH AND 
WOMEN'S LEAGUES ATTACKED 10 ZIMBABWE UNITY MOVEMENT 
YOUTHS, BURNED TENTS AND A TRAILER AT THE RALLY GROUNDS, 
AND STONED PARTY CO-PRESIDENT TEKERE ' S CAR IN ZIMBABWE'S 
THIRD LARGEST CITY, CHITUNGWIZA. RIOT POLICE BROKE UP 
SUBSEQUENT SCUFFLES, AND THREE ARRESTS HAVE BEEN MADE. 

— AN ESTIMATED 10,000 SOUTH AFRICANS HAVE GONE TO 
ZIMBABWE UNTIL AFTER THE SOUTH AFRICAN ELECTIONS. THEY 
ARE STAYING WITH RELATIVES OR FRIENDS, CAMPING. OR 
VISITING ZIMBABWE'S RESORTS. THOSE ELIGIBLE TO VOTE WILL 
BE ABLE TO CAST THEIR BALLOTS AT THE SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE 
COMMISSION IN HARARE AND AT A SITE TO BE IDENTIFIED IN 
BULAWAYO , ZIMBABWE'S SECOND LARGEST CITY.

BENIN 
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— DEVAL/REVAL PUTS BRAKES ON BORDER TRADE: 

THE RECET DEVALUATION OF THE CFA AND THE REVALUATION OF 
THE NIGERIAN NAIRA HAVE TOGETHER HAD A DEPRESSING EFFECT 
ON THE BENIN/NIGERIA CROSS BORDER TRADE, PARTICULARLY THE 
INFORMAL TRADE IN RICE TOWARDS NIGERIA. IN A RECENT TOUR 
OF SOUTHERN BORDER POSTS ON BOTH SIDES, EMBASSY OFFICERS 
NOTED SIGNIFICANTLY LESS ACTIVITY THAN USUAL THOUGH 
CERTAIN ITEMS, SUCH AS BOOTLEG GASOLINE, ARE STILL IN 
EVIDENCE. ANOTHER INTERESTING POINT WAS THE DRAMATIC

— UNKNOWN SELECTED TO BE FOREIGN MINISTER: 

THE NEW BURKINABE FONMIN, ABLASSE OUEDRAOGO. IS NEITHER A 
KNOWN QUANTITY IN LOCAL CIRCLES NOR A CAREER DIPLOMAT. HE 
HAS, UNTIL THIS APPOINTMENT, BEEN ABROAD SINCE HE LEFT 
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BURKINA IN 1973 TO BEGIN UNIVERSITY STUDIES IN GABON AND 
FRANCE. 

CAPE VERDE 

— SQUATTERS HIJACK STUDENT DEMONSTRATION; OFFICES 
VANDALIZED : 

NORMALLY TRANQUIL PRAIA SAW A DEMONSTRATION GET OUT OF 
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HAND APRIL 12, WHEN ANGRY SQUATTERS TOOK OVER A STUDENT 
MARCH INTENDED TO PROTEST TOUGHER REQUIREMENTS FOR 
SKIPPING EXAMS. TWO WEEKS AGO DEMONSTRATORS HAD PROTESTED 
THE MAYOR'S DECISION TO EVICT THE RESIDENTS OF ILLEGALLY 
CONSTRUCTED HOUSES AND BULLDOZE THE BUILDINGS. THIS TIME 
THE MOB MARCHED ON THE PRIME MINISTER'S OFFICE, VANDALIZED 
IT AND TERRORIZED EMPLOYEES INSIDE. SUCH REJECTION OF

— STUDENTS ARE AT IT AGAIN: 

THE CALL FOR A 7 2 -HOUR STRIKE BY THE IVORIAN STUDENT 
ORGANIZATION, FESCI , WAS GENERALLY HEEDED ON COTE 
D ' I VOI RE ' S UNIVERSITY CAMPUSES BUT THE GROUNDS FOR THE 
STRIKE - A DEMAND FOR A 50 PERCENT INCREASE IN STUDENT 
GRANTS - HAS ESSENTIALLY ZERO SYMPATHY AMONG THE IVORIAN 
POPULATION AT LARGE. THE STRIKE WAS ALSO IN SUPPORT OF 
STUDENTS IN CUSTODY ON CHARGES STEMMING FROM AN EARLIER 
DEMONSTRATION IN WHICH A UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR WAS

CONTROLLED BY THE MANDINGO ULIMO FORCES. UNOMIL HAS 
ALREADY WITHDRAWN PERSONNEL FROM AREAS NEAR THE SIERRA 
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LEONE BORDER WHERE THE WORST KRAHN -MANDINGO FIGHTING HAS 
OCCURRED AND MAY PULL BACK ADDITIONAL OBSERVERS UNLESS

-- MAURITANIAN CONTACTS WITH ALGERIA AND CUBA: 
PRIME MINISTER OULD BOUBACAR* S MARCH 23-24 VISIT TO

GOVERNMENT (GIRM) CONCERN OVER THE FUTURE OF ALGERIA, 
MAURITANIA'S SOLE PETROLEUM SOURCE.

THE DOULOS COMMUNITY, A U.S. -BASED NGO OPERATING THE PL 
480 TITLE II PROGRAM IN MAURITANIA, EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER 
THE RELEASE FROM FRISON OF HAMMA OULD HAD RAMI , THE 
UNREPENTANT, REPUTED RADICAL ISLAMIST RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 
OCTOBER 1993 ATTACK ON TWO FRENCH PRIESTS IN NOUAKCHOTT. 
HIS REARREST MAY HAVE OCCURED IN RESPONSE TO PRESSURE ON

TWO MORE PRIVATE JOURNALS FOLDED FOR FINANCIAL REASONS, 
BUT THE WELL-ESTABLISHED JOURNAL, MAURI TAN IE NOUVELLES , 
TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED PUBLICATION AFTER BATTLING THE GIRM 
PRINTING PRESS OVER ACCESS TO GERMAN AID TO THE PRESS. LA 
VERITE, A NEW WEEKLY WITH LINKS TO HARD-LINE ARAB BAATHIST 
AND PARTICIPANT IN A NEW, PRO-ARABIC, PRO- ISLAMIC PRESS 
ASSOCIATION, ACCUSED EMBASSY NOUAKCHOTT OF CONTROLLING AND

DETERMINED DEMOCRATS, HAVE TAKEN CENTER STAGE IN NIGER. 
LAST WEEK THE OPPOSITION RAISED THE POLITICAL STAKES 
DRAMATICALLY, CALLING FOR A CAMPAIGN OF CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE 
AS WELL AS PROMINSING TO OPEN A PARALLEL GOVERNMENT. ON 
APRIL 6 THE PRESIDENT WARNED AGAINST THE USE OF FORCE AND 
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PROMISED TO DEFEND THE CONSTITUTION, AND ON APRIL 11 THE

ARRESTED. SO FAR THERE ARE NO SIGNS THAT THE GOVERNMENT

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-- DELEGATION TO IBRD/IMF MEETINGS: 

A DECISION HAS BEEN MADE TO ADMIT THE NIGERIAN DELEGATION 
TO THE IBRD/ IMF SPRING MEETINGS BECAUSE THE U.S. NATIONAL 
INTEREST IS BEST SERVED BY DOING SO NOT BECAUSE THE USG 
IS OBLIGED TO ADMIT THEM. WE ANTICIPATE BETWEEN NINE AND 
11 NIGERIANS WILL ATTEND. 

— VOTING AT IMF PROBABLY NOT AFFECTED BY DECERTIFICATION:

AIRPORT ON APRIL 11. IT IS CLEAR THE SECURITY SITUATION 
HAS IMPROVED SIGNIFICANTLY, BUT IT HAS BEEN SO BAD FOR SO 
LONG THAT THESE IMPROVEMENTS MAY STILL LEAVE THE AIRPORT 
SHORT OF MEETING INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION ORGANIZATION

ENEGAL'S DOMESTIC POLITICAL SCENE, ALTHOUGH THE TRIP IS 
BEING COUCHED OFFICIALLY AS AN ECONOMIC VISIT. OTHERS 
SPECULATE ABOUT A POSSIBLE CABINET CHANGE (FINANCE 
MINISTER SAKHO NAMED AS PM) SOON AFTER DIOUF* S RETURN. 
ADDITIONALLY, THERE ARE REPORTS THAT DIOUF WILL FACE 
FRESSURE IN PARIS TO RELEASE THE THREE OPPOSITION LEADERS 
NOW IN JAIL ON CHARGES STEMMING FROM THE FEBRUARY 16 RIOTS. 

— UPDATE ON THE CASAMANCE : 

FOR THE FIRST TIME SINCE NOVEMBER 1993, THE REBEL 
EPARATIST GROUP, MOVEMENT FOR DEMOCRATIC FORCES OF THE 
CASAMANCE (MFDC) , IS REPORTEDLY ACTIVE, KIDNAPPING AND 
ROBBING AN ASSISTANT PREFET ON MARCH 25. THE INCIDENT, 
PROBABLY PERPETRATED BY THE MFDC ' S SOUTHERN BRANCH , 
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APPEARS TO BE MORE ONE OF BANDITRY THAN POLITICS. 
ALTHOUGH MFDC INFIGHTING CONTINUES, THIS IS THE FIRST

-- MILITARY SHAKEUP: 

THE UNDER SECRETARY FOR DEFENSE ANNOUNCED APRIL 11 THE 
COMPULSORY RETIREMENT OF 14 SENIOR MILITARY OFFICERS, 
INCLUDING CHIEF OF STAFF MAJOR GENERAL JUSU GOTTOR AND 
BRIGADIERS M. L. LYMON AND J.O.Y. TOURE . THE NEW CHIEF OF 
STAFF IS COLONEL K. H. "KELLY" CONTEH. WHILE THE CHANGES 
OCCUR AT A DIFFICULT JUNCTURE IN THE FIGHT WITH REBEL 
FORCES, THE EMBASSY VIEWS THEM AS LONG OVERDUE. 

-- MILITARY JUSTICE TRAINING ON TRACK: 

FHASE III OF THE TRAINING WILL BE PROVIDED IN SIERRA LEONE 
BY THE U.S. NAVY JUSTICE SCHOOL APRIL 18-22. NEW RSLMF 
CHIEF OF STAFF CONTEH HAS BEEN AN ACTIVE PROPONENT OF 
ENHANCED DISCIPLINE IN THE MILITARY AND SUPPORTS THE 
TRAINING. IN RECENT WEEKS, MILITARY COMMANDERS HAVE 
EXHIBITED CONCERN OVER THE MILITARY'S POOR PUBLIC IMAGE, 
AND THEY WILL PUBLICIZE THE U. S . -PROVIDED TRAINING WIDELY. 

— US IS -SPONSORED DEBATES CONCLUDE: 

US IS AND THE SIERRA LEONE LABOR CONGRESS (SLLC) CONCLUDED 
A JOINTLY- SPONSORED SERIES OF DEBATES ON THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL WORKING DOCUMENT MARCH 31. CONSISTENTLY 
LARGE AND EAGER AUDIENCES HAVE ATTENDED THE 10 WEEK 
SERIES. THE DEBATES MARK SLLC INVOLVEMENT IN NEW, 
NON-TRADITIONAL ACTIVITIES. THE GOSL HAS RESPONDED TO 
QUESTIONS RAISED IN THE DEBATES BY AMENDING A NUMBER OF 
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ITEMS IN THE WORKING DOCUMENT. 

TOGO 

-- LEGISLATURE STANDOFF CONTINUES: 

THE STANDOFF BETWEEN THE PRESIDENT AND THE OPPOSITION 
CONTINUES, EXACERBATED BY THE GOVERNMENT'S UNILATERAL
